Comsurism was ἃ moral i live 
to some of its adherents, but to the 
Soviet regime it has always been primar- 
ily a doctrine of modernization. This 
explains Mikhail Gorbachev, his mo- 
tives, his strengths — and his by now 
glaring limitations as 3 leader. 

He 1s ἃ modernizer who knows that 
the essence of the Soviet system, “demo- 
cratic centralism” (control of a com 
mand society by a party claming a mo- 
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ποροὶν of the interpretation of history), 
is compatible with modernity. Moder- 
nity requires broad dispersal fur deci- 
sion-malang. Mr. Gorbachev sesms rec- 
oaciled — one cannot, on the evidence, 
pul it any stronger — to such chspersal. 
Speaking with aspenity, Mr. Gorba- 
chev recently suid to Communist 
Party Central Committee that “plural- 
ism of opinion 1s not dissent but demo- 
cratic centralism understood in a δεν 
way.” Note well: He defends “pluralisra 
of opinion” only by distinguish ing it — 
by undisclosed criteria — from dissent, 
which is, hy implication, deplorable. 
For all his narrow-geuge radicalism, 
Mr. Gorbachev is a recognizable Rus- 
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sian phenomenon. He is a modernizer 
looking west, as Peter the Great did. 
However, he is not also a moralist. He 
mae pe much, in fact quite 
praise for saying what every 
store sbelf in the Soviet Union says: 
Communism does not work. But he has 
a as oom is wrong.

solely in terms of materialist criteria — 
yes, we have no bananas — Mr. Gorba- 
chev convicts himself, in advance but 
not far in advance, of failure as defined 
by those criteria.
